The independence of tlie Grand Duchy cf Beaucouillon from the Roman Empire was de- 
clared by the Grand Duke GanymedesI in 271 AD, Atbfchst time hordes of barbarians were 
roaming at will through the Empire, and various Roman generals were trying to set them- 
selves up as Emperors, The independence of the Grand Duchy was assured only by an astute 
policy of setting rival factions against one another, and by the complete avoidance of 
interference in political issues. The sole purpose of Beaucouillon was to provide a 
place of relaxation, recreation, and procreation for the soldiers of the various armies 
then in Gaul and neighboring provinces. This function it performed remarkably well. 

In- the face of the growth of Christianity,, Beaucouillon remained as an outpost of 
paganism, which contributed to its popularity as a tourist center. The worship of the 
Aphrodite. Calais was introduced by Gany^edes I, but other gods and particularly goddesses 
of a comparable character were also weloomed. . 
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In 305 AD, Ganymedes I died of la, morte douce, an ailment .which is ohronic in the" 
Grahd-4>ucal line of Beaucouillon and has also claimed the lives of 34 of his successors. 
He was succeeded by his son Cosimo X, who w.a caught up in the intrigues between C con- 
stant ine and his rivals for the Roman throne. Realizing that the accession of a Christ- 
ian &qperor. 'might endanger the independence, of Beaucouillon, Cosimo I issued an ultimatum 
privately to the aspiring Constantino. Hie future Emperor was told that if he converted 
to Christianity, or in any way menaced the independence of Beaucouillon, its amenities 
would he forbidden to him and to all the members of his family. This threat brought Gon- 
stantine into line; while he continued to favor Christianity, he himself did not convert 
until he as on his deathbed. 

Constantino's successors and descendants continued this policy, and in 361 a treaty 
between the Roman Emperor Julianas II and the Grand Duke Dionisio I recognized the per- 
manent independence of Beaucouillon. The treaty -was repudiated 3 years later by the Em- 
peror Jovian, but the Grand Duke was able to procure Jbvi&n's murder before any concrete 
steps could be taken*
